in a city or county ; the hard-working inspector who goes 
round from school to school advising, assisting, stimulating 
heads and staffs with a sense of working towards a common 
the clerks even who bactle with the mass of paper 
which, with the best will in the world, seems 
inseparable from present-day administration—these all 
may be pulling their weight. But fourteen million pounds! 
Here, clearly, is a fruitful field into which education com 
mittees might enquire 

Indeed, there are those who feel that a certain amount of 
pruning in this direction might be a positive advantage 
It has been the custom for a good many years now to 
remove, on the plea of administrative convenience, more 
and more functions and responsibilities from schools and 
other educational institutions to the central office of the 
local authority. The work thus thrown upon the admini 
strative staff creates a bottleneck, to relieve which more 
staff are engaged ; and so the machine grows by what it 
feeds on until it is in danger of acquiring an independent 
existence further and further removed from the actual 
work of education. In areas where, nominally with the 
object of retaining a measure of local control, divisional 
executives have been set up, much of this incubus of 
administration is duplicated 

Some of this concentration of control is undoubtedly 
harmful as well as administratively expensive. Not with- 
out reason did those old foundation grammar schools that 
could possibly ‘‘ make the grade "’ contract out of the state 
system and so retain their independence. It must be most 
difficult for an able, energetic and enlightened headmaster 
of a flourishing grammar school within the system to under 
stand why someone—often a comparatively minor official 
at County or Town Hall is presumed to be so much better

In Circular 242, issued last month, Miss_ Florence 
Horsburgh, the Minister of Education, impresses on local 
education authorities the need for the utmost economy in 
educational expenditure and especially in the preparation 
of estimates for the financial year beginning Ist April, 1952 
The Circular states that it is evident from authorities 
forecasts that they are planning to spend more than in the 
current year They are therefore asked to aim at a reduc 
tion of 5 per cent. in their planned expenditure on main 
grant services next year 

[he Minister makes it clear that she does not expect 
reductions which would imp the essential fabric of the 
education service In order that proper teaching standards 
may be maintained in the schools, adequate staffs are to be 
employed and essential books, material and apparatu 
provided [he School Health Service and the provision 
of special educational treatment are not to be reduced in 
efficiency, every effort is to be made to strengthen the 
School Dental Service which is already seriously under

are to be maintained and developed 
rhe Circular goes on to suggest some directions in which 
savings can be secured. Since expenditure on local adr 
stration, now running at 413 million a year, has more than 
doubled in six years, authorities are asked to review their 
administrative procedures so as to make every possible 
saving in manpower and cost.

Enthusiasm has Gone 


Faith and Hope burn low says Mr. Ronald Gould 

Speaking at Pontypridd last month Mr. Ronald Gould, 
General Secretary of the N.U.T., said: Eight years ago, 
when I visited Wales addressing public meetings on the 
necessity for great educational developments after the war, 
there was everywhere an enthusiastic response rhe 
Welsh have always highly regarded educational oppor 
tunities. I recall with special pleasure crowded meetings 
in Llanelly, in villages in Carmarthenshire, and many 
more besides 

To-day that enthusiasm has gone ; faith and hope burn 
low. Physical difficulties, shortages of material and man 
power, have prevented the realisation of educational ideals 
and even of educational necessities, and now there are wide- 
spread rumours of attacks upon the education system 
Even the possibility of shortening the school life is discussed 

and allin the name of economy 

| have always held that public money should be regarded 
by administrators as a sacred trust, that it should be spent 
wisely, and that all wasteful and useless expenditure should 
be rigorously avoided 

4ut the proposal to shorten the school life is something 
difterent rhis involves no wasteful useless expenditure 
Che first major economy contemplated appears to be 
levelled straight at the child It is the defenceless child 
who will pay for such economies. As soon as the news 
papers carried the news of the possible cuts, the National 
Union of Teachers, true to its traditions, leaped immediately 
to the defence of the child. Let there be no misunde1 
standing of the N.U.T.’'s position. It fights for no political 
party It fights against no political party. It fights to 
preserve and extend educational opportunities for the child 

What does the proposal to raise the age of admission to 
six mean im practice Children under six will be denied 
the educational opportunity they have enjoyed in some 
districts since 1870, for in that year a school board was 
empowered to make bye-laws to require children to attend 
school at the age of five 50 opportunities offered your 
great-grand-mother may be denied your children lhis 
proposal puts the clock back not to 1944 but to 1870.
